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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


Again resuming the duties and responsibilities of the 
office of Mayor for the city of Somersworth, I feel some- 
what disappointed, because of being urged to continue in 
service for an unprecedented length of time, the present 
constituting the fourth term as your Mayor. I would urge 
that the term of office should never exceed two years, for 
reasons clear to all. If unfaithful, inefficient, incompetent, 
neglectful, or unscrupulous, then surely two years’ service 
would be sufficient to satisfy the citizens of the unfitness of 
an official. If, on the other hand, an official discharges his 
duties faithfully and impartially, and to the satisfaction of 
his constituents, it would be apparent that said official had 
served a proper apprenticeship, and that he and his constit- 
uents ought to consider well the feelings of others, with 
equal or greater abilities, who have been faithful, and ought 
to receive those distinguished honors which, I believe, such 
a high office carries with it. 

In mentioning the honors connected with the office of 
Mayor of any city, there 1s most assuredly a distinction at- 
tached, which ought to be appreciated by any and all liber- 
ty-loving American citizens, and I would be lacking and 
inefficient in the performance of my duties, if I did not 
at this time take the opportunity of expressing my deep 
appreciation of the faithful members of the council of 1906, 
the city solicitor, city clerk, the various committees of the 
city council, and all other officials who have rendered such 
valuable services in establishing a record for 1906 of which 
we can rightfully feel proud, and I might extend the gratu- 
ities still further, to the citizens generally who have lent 
their co-operative efforts and friendliness, which tend so 
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much to enhance happiness and contentment among our 
citizens. 

Personally I desire to express my deep appreciation of 
the courtesies shown me, not only by a re-election by the 
voters of Somersworth, but by all of our citizens. So far 
as my observation has extended, regardless of politics, pri- 
vate business affairs, and personal matters, of whatever na- 
ture, I have always been shown that benevolent recognition 
which shall always be cherished with pride, and as I shall 
look back in after years they will seem as bright spots 
along the pathway of life. 

In passing from the closing year, there is but very little 
that I might mention, or very little which I might regret. 
It is true all has not progressed just as we would like, ‘yet 
we must be content with the past, and as we go forward, 
we can look back and profit by what were our failures. 

Economy has been, and shall still be, my motto, for by 
practicing economy we have somewhat reduced our indebt- 
edness, so that at the present time we might be allowed, 
under the debt limit law of the state, to make some extend- 
ed improvements for the benefit of the city, such as ex- 
tending our sewerage system, or the installing of an elec- 
tric lighting plant, which might be established for an 
amount of money, for which, at the present time, we are 
paying out in four years. Then, we would own our plant, 
lines, poles, and equipage, light our city for less than half 
the price of our present lighting, and, at our option, could 
light it through all the dark hours of the night, which all 
will allow is a protection and a safeguard against crime, and 
it is my desire that we shall elect representatives at the 
meeting of the next Legislature, that will use their influ- 
ence and efforts for the enactment of such a law as will en- 
able us to do our own lighting. 

While, by practicing economy, we are at this time able 
to make some extended improvements, or if we see fit not 
to extend improvements we are confronted with these facts, 


~ 
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that by the reduction of our public debt we are able to 
meet the payment of our maturing bonds, which will be 
increasing more rapidly year after year, and still our tax 
rate will not be increased, nor the valuation be raised neces- 
sarily, to meet these obligations, and while we may econo- 
mize in many ways, yet we must not lose sight of those no- 
ble precepts of advancement and prosperity, for we are liv- 
ing in an age of advancement, and I believe there is no 
state, city or town which is not either advancing or retard- 
ing, and may Heaven forbid that we shall further decline. 

Some will say our city has been on a decline. Our an- 
swer is, yes. Our reasons have not been within our powers 
to rebuke, our former trade coming from as far north as 
Conway, N. H., and as far east as Alfred, Maine. These 
resources have been cut off, in a great measure, by the ad- 
vancements of other trade centers, north and east of us, 
which we are in no way able to control. Again, we will 
agree that the electric railroad between this city and Dover 
has also been somewhat detrimental to the traders of our 
city, also unavoidable by us; yet, considering all these di- 
versions, we ought to be thankful that we are still holding 
our own, or perhaps making some advancement. We have 
a few vacant stores, we will admit, but still there are as 
many stores doing business in our city as ever, but changes 
have taken place. Our trade being cut off from the north 
and east, diminishes it somewhat in the northern section of 
our city, and again, the growth of our city has been at the 
south end; thus the trade has grown in that section. 

If, on the other hand, we make some comparisons; for 
instance, if we consider the money-producing element of 
our city, we will find that we are in a very prosperous con- 
dition, and ought to live in clover. If we should consider 
and make comparisons of our manufacturing enterprises, 
the number of employees and their wages of years ago, 
with the number of employees and their wages of to-day, 
we should find a far greater number of operatives, and a 
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still greater amount of wages; thus, I believe, our citizens 
are more thrifty, able to live and dress better, own and 
maintain their homes, and provide better for their families. 

I am informed by our bank officials, and as their annu- 
al reports will show, that their business has doubled and 
trebled within the last twenty years. Does this indicate 
decay? What is there of to-day, which marks the stand- 
ing of a community as its monetary standing? One lesson 
to learn, learn to live at home, stay at home, trade at home, 
and there is no reason why we should not be as happy and 
as contented a people as live. ° 

I shall not attempt to review the past at this time, and 
shall only give the financial standing March 1, 1906, and 
that of March 1, 1907, leaving all further references as to 
details to the annual reports, which will soon be in circula- 
tion.

HIGHWAYS. 


Favorable conditions during the past year have enabled 
us to keep well within the appropriations, and a like appro- 
priation for the coming year will surely be adequate. 

s The Laws of 1905, Chapter 35, Section 3, relating to per- 
manent improvements of highways, require us to raise and 
set apart for permanent improvements for 1907, $1,927.50, 
if state aid is not applied for; if state aid be applied for, we 
would be required by Section 4 of said Chapter to raise an 
additional sum of $963.75, or a total amount of $2,891.25, 
and would receive from the state, under Section 5, $578.20, 
therefore constituting a fund, with state aid, of $3,469.45. 

For the year 1906, we did not apply for state aid, and I 
am of the opinion we ought not to for 1907. 

Under the management of Street Commissioner Per- 
rault, I believe our highways and sidewalks have been ma- 
terially improved, and Mr. Perrault is deserving of credit 
for his efforts and efficiency.

POLICE DEPARTMENT, 


Under the supervision .of our police commission, we 
believe the department is in excellent condition. Our court 
records are showing: a diminished number of arrests and 
trials. Whether this be due to the effectiveness of the li- 
cense law, causing less drunkenness, whether our criminals 
are becoming less numerous or whether the magnificent 
work of our police force is bringing about these beneficiary 
results, I am unable to say, but being confronted with these 
facts, I can only feel more and more justified in urging, as 
I did one year ago, the reduction of the force from five to 
three, which can only be accomplished through the Legisla- 
ture two years hence. 


ELECTRICOLIGH Es: 


Our electric lighting system I believe to be entirely 
wrong. Weare paying too much money for the benefits 
we are receiving, and I believe it a duty we owe ourselves 
at the meeting of the next Legislature, to elect members to 
represent us who will use their efforts for the enactment of 
a law which will allow our city to condemn, and take by the 
right of eminent domain, the poles, lines, and appliances 
which may be in use, at such time as we may acquire them, 
at a fair compensation, and by such laws as may be enact- 
ed, to enable our city todo its own lighting, which I believe 
can be instituted for a sum equal to the price of four years, 
at the rate we are now paying. We would then own, con- 
trol, and operate our own plant, and on such a schedule as 
would best suit our convenience. Iam a firm believer that 
our lighting ought to continue through the dark hours of 
the night, for many reasons too numerous to mention. 


SCHOOLS. 


I believe our schools are in excellent condition. The 
expense is large, but upon comparisons made with other

cities of equal size, I find our appropriations not in excess 
of others. 

It occurs to me that greater and perhaps better results 
might be obtained by parents and friends of the pupils lend- 
ing visitations to the schools and becoming better acquaint- 
ed with the teachers and workings of the schools, and also 
encouraging those affections between children and teach- 
ers, which tend so much towards improving all the condi- 
tions in the school system. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The reports of the trustees and librarian of our public 
library show striking needs of larger appropriations for the 
introduction of new books, and also for increasing the facil- 
ities of that institution. 

Some methods ought to be instituted by which we can 
incite our citizens of the advantages which are therein 
contained, and therefore increase the circulation. The ad- 
vantages that can there be obtained ought to be eagerly 
sought. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department, during the year just passed, has 
met with some disadvantages, one large expense being in- 
curred by the Lord wood lot fire, a fire which was started 
in Rollinsford and burned a portion of the area in Rollins- 
ford as well. This expense, in all justice, ought to have 
been met by that town. I know not whether the chief has 
made any exertion to obtain any recourse; if not he ought 
to do so. 

The engine houses have been substantially repaired, 
some new hose purchased, and appliances improved, and I 
believe that there will be no necessity of an appropriation 
much beyond the natural running expenses. The firemen’s 
pay has been doubled for the future ; thus there will be an 
increase in the running expense. 


I2 
WATER WORKS. 


Our water works system, under the management of a 
board of water commissioners and Superintendent Parsons, 
moves along in a conservative and business-like way, mak- 
ing no great extension or large profits. I still firmly believe 
in reducing the working force of that department, which 
would be beneficial. 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY. 


Forest Glade cemetery, under the supervision of a 
board of trustees and Superintendent D. N. Cheney, is con- 
tinually being improved, and betterments instituted; our 
trust fund increasing somewhat each year, amounting, at 
the present time, to $10,730, and Iam anxiously anticipat- 
ing contributions to this fund, which will in time defray all 
the running expenses of that institution, very small appro- 
priations required this present year. 


SANITARY. 


The sanitary conditions remain good, and yet there are 
still opportunities for improvements; some vaults remain 
unconnected with our public sewer, which are within easy 
access and ought not to remain as they are. For the bene- 
fit of all, I shall strenuously urge some improvements this 
coming season; justice to our citizens and owners alike de- 
mand this advancement. 


CITY -HALL. 


Our city hall has not been a paying proposition the past 
year. There has been an uneasiness, or a decline, in the 
show business, and we have only this gratifying satisfac- 
tion, that if our opera house is not used to a great extent 
for shows, it is not being knocked to pieces, and we will 
have the house, if we do not have a great amount of in- 
come. 
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We are of the opinion that under new rules by our or- 
dinances just enacted, providing for a city messenger, to 
devote his entire time and energies to the care of the city 
opera house, the offices and appliances therein contained, 
together with the Chandler building, so much of which as 
shall be used by the city and its officials, under a fixed sala- 
ry of $450 per annum, will substantially improve every con- 
dition pertaining to neatness, cleanliness and attractiveness. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS. 


The public sewers are not being extended, as there are 
not many demands. This is favorable in a monetary sense 
of view, as extensions cost money, and there are practically 
no returns, under our present system. 

The system of sewerage ought to have been a _ paying 
investment, by charging connection fees, as other cities and 
towns do about us; then it would have been a source of rev- 
enue, instead of an expense, and I believe the property 
owners would have been more eager to have gained admis- 
sion. 

CITY POOR. 


Our annual report, year after year, shows increased ex- 
penditures, not for reasons that our city is deteriorating in 
any way, but for certain reasons which seem unavoidable, 
under the existing laws of the state, one of our greatest 
difficulties arising from families of wife and three or four 
children, who have been deserted by the father, leaving 
them destitute and in a pitiful condition. Other states are 
making this a punishable crime, and New Hampshire ought 
to follow in line. There was an act introduced at the pres- 
ent legislature, but, for the lack of support, side-tracked 
and left by the wayside. 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


A disregardful tardiness of some of our officials of 
rendering their reports must be overcome. These reports 
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are the guide by which we must be governed at a greater 
or less degree, and I trust no further mention may be need- 
ed. All officials receiving money belonging to the city 
should receive a copy of the ordinances, and with proper 
application learn the proper rendition of those funds. 


PARKS. 


I am still in a mood of keeping before our eyes some 
possibilities of the future, in relation to parks, and as I pass 
along the road to the New Dam, my heart and desires be- 
come stronger clay by day, and more confident that some 
time, not far distant, our citizens will grasp this situation 
before it may be lost, of taking over to the city’s use this 
beautiful location, and an already self-made park as nature 
has given it. 

In closing, let me urge among the members of the city 
council, earnestness, a love of duty, and an unrestricted 
pride for the greatest accomplishments. 

To our retiring members, I believe I will be expressing 
the sentiments of those of us who are still remaining, when 
I say that we have enjoyed our associations with you, and 
we are sorry, indeed, you are to leave us, and we sincerely 
hope, on the other hand, that you yourselves may retain 
pleasant recollections of the past, and feel an assurance 


that you are in no wise reflected by having been associated 
with us.

STREET COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., February 28, 1907. 
To Hs Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: As street commissioner for the fiscal 
year now closing, I submit herewith the usual annual report 
of the doings of this department. 


HIGHWAYS. 


The appropriation for permanent improvements to 
thoroughfares has been expended on main highways, lying 
in the outside districts, and all roads, leading to adjoining 
cities and towns have been improved to a degree, equal to 
the best condition, under present circumstances. 

The road machine has been utilized to good advantage 
in this work, and has proved its worth. 


STREETS. 


In supervising the work on the streets of our city, it 
has been my constant effort to keep them clean, and in the 
best of condition for travel, economizing to the extent of 
securing the best results from the money expended. 

Every street in the city has received its full share of 
care and attention, and all are in good condition, consider- 
ing the amount of money appropriated, and available for 
their improvement. 

Special attention and much-needed repairs have been 
made to Second, Lee, Downs, Burke streets, Chesley Ave- 
nue and Indigo Hill Road, leading from the Foundry Sta- 
tion to Woodvale, Washington, Fore and Water streets, 
Green and Main streets, from Franklin street, running 
south, Union street, from Fore to Depot street, and High 
street, from Washington street to Diamond Corner. All 
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these have been greatly improved; new road beds of either 
cinders or gravel, or both, have been built, and the drains 
and waterways so constructed as to insure proper drain- 
age, and prevent their washing out in case of heavy rains. 


SIDEWALKS. 


New sidewalk construction has been carried on dur- 
ing the year, in the following sections: 

On the east side of Green street, from Ford street to 
Indigo Hill Road; Walnut street, south side, from Main to 
Union; Pleasant street, north side; Mount Auburn street, 
north side, Union to Green streets; Prospect street, north 
side, and High street, in those stretches of walk where it 
was deemed necessary. 

The brick sidewalk on the westerly side of Market 
Square, from Beacon to Prospect streets, has been rebuilt, 
and a heavy curb stone laid. 

Repairs to sidewalks have been made, wherever need- 
ed, and skim concrete work done in locations, where it has 
been deemed advisable. 

Sidewalk improvement has indeed been one of the 
features of the year. 3 | 


SEWERS. 


No new sewers have been built during the year, but 
the entire system has been kept clean, in order to insure 
proper drainage. [ight new sewer receivers have been put 
in, together with the catch basins, necessary to carry off 
the surface water in the several places, which were badly 
in need of this provision. | 

In conclusion, I would recommend the continuance of 
improvements to sidewalks, and the extension of our sew- 
erage system, also more permanent improvements to our 
city streets.

The constantly-increasing demands for admission to the li- 
brary, other than Wednesdays and Saturdays, forced the 
fact upon the attention of the trustees, that, for the good 
of all, the library must be kept open more hours. 

A choice had to be made between new books and more 
hours open to the public. Believing it to be of greater ad- 
vantage to all, to have the material already in the library 
accessible more hours, rather than to continue buying 
books, to add to those already out of reach most of the 
time, the open hours were increased, by opening every 
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evening, with Wednesday and Saturday afternoons as 
usual. ‘This plan is proving to be a step in the right direc- 
tion. Although the number of visitors is not always large, 
a great deal of satisfaction is expressed by those desiring 
the privilege. The circulation has increased over the pre- 
vious year, although very few new books have been added, 
and this is believed to be entirely due to the fact that the 
readers and students can get what they want when they 
want it. 

Magazines form a very important feature in the educa- 
tion of busy persons to-day. Valuable material, not to be 
found in books, is furnished in this way, at the smallest 
possible cost. Over forty magazines are provided for read- 
ing at the tables, and circulated as soon as the current num- 
ber is received. In the last year, 3,474 have been circula- 
ted for home use, which speaks well for their popularity. 

The plan of adding a few French works each year has 
been followed. Sixteen books have been purchased this 
year. These, in addition to the fourteen already in the i 
brary, have been circulated 271 times. Much pleasure is 
expressed, by those unable to read the English language, 
with these books. 

No new departures have been attempted, except that 
of visiting the upper primary and grammar schools. About 
five minutes in each were taken, to give the children an op- 
portunity to tell what they knew about the library; its  pur- 
pose, ownership, support, etc., and to supply those scholars 
with registration blanks, who were not patrons. 

This plan proved very successful, as many of the chil- 
dren dislike coming for the first time, without some encour- 
agement. That the library isa supplementary school for 
the children, especially those who leave school early, must 
appeal to all. In six months, 2,424 books were issued to 
children. It is the purpose of your librarian to make this 
part of the library as pleasant and useful as possible. No 
time has been spared, and with a proper amount expended 
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for new books, this department can do better work in the 
future. In asking for a larger appropriation this year, we 
do so, believing that in no way can the city’s money be 
more wisely expended to benefit all classes, and encourage 
better conditions in home and work. 

Every suggestion for the betterment of the library has 
been kindly received by the trustees, and acted upon, when 
possible; for this and every kindness shown me, I wish to 
publicly express my thanks.

REPORT OF CITY SOLICITOR. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City 
of Somersworth: 


Herewith I submit the following report for the muni- 
cipal year, ending March 31, 1907. 

_ At the present time, there are pending in the Superior 
Court at Dover, two suits against the city, both being peti- 
tions for abatement of taxes upon the Central Park prop- 
erty, so called, brought by the Dover, Somersworth and 
Rochester Street Railway Company. 

The first of these petitions was filed November 11, 
1905, and entered February, 1906; the second was filed Jan- 
uary 21, 1907, and entered in February, 1907; both petitions 
being referred, by consent of parties, to William H. Rob- 
erts, clerk of the Superior Court, for trial. 

Aside from these suits, there is little to interest the 
citizens of Somersworth in this department. 

The criminal cases before the Police Court are covered 
in the reports of the clerk of that court and the city mar- 
shal. 

There is one section of our criminal statutes, which is 
apparently thought but little of by the citizens in general, 
and parents in particular, and that is the law in regard to 
the sale of tobacco, and especially cigarettes, to minors. 

The pernicious effect of this is too well known to need 
explanation. I believe that much good will result in this 
particular, if the parents and teachers in our public schools 
will co-operate with the police, and bring such offenders to 
judgment. 

In regard to the sale of intoxicating liquor, I believe 
many of the licensees make an honest attempt to keep 
within the law, but there are far too many who have no re- 
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spect for the conditions under which they sell, and for the 
sake of the added income are willing to take any chance in 
utter disregard of the law. 

In this matter, too, the co-operation of citizens inter- 
ested in the welfare of Somersworth, with the police force, 
can do much to better conditions. 

I make these observations, having in mind particularly 
minors and dry-listed persons, so called. 

It is well for us to reflect that the police system is not 
all-powerful, and that without the people back of the offi- 
cers, they must necessarily be much hampered in the per- 
formance of their duties, and that each has his own burden 
of responsibility to bear. 

Dry listing has been continued to a limited extent, with 
doubtful results in many cases, because of the readiness of 
others to furnish liquor to persons so listed. 

Again, I wish to make acknowledgment to the officials 
and citizens with whom I have been associated, in the _per- 
formance of the duties of solicitor, for the many courtesies 
shown me.

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Auditors’ Report. 


We hereby certify that we have examined the books 
and vouchers of the city clerk, and find them properly kept, 
as prescribed by ordinance. 

We have examined the books of the city treasurer and 
find them accurately kept, and entries to agree with books 
of the city clerk. 

We have also examined the books of the superintend- 
ent of water works, and after certain corrections, they now 
show an accurate balance. 

In connection with the books of the clerk and superin- 
tendent ef Forest Glade cemetery, while accurately kept, 
we would like to recommend, not alone for the convenience 
of the auditors, but, we believe, in the interests of a better 
record of the year’s business, the adoption, should the di- 
rectors think feasible, of some system of accounts, to show 
more accurately the labor expended on the lots of individ- 
uals, as well as endowed lots. 

For the first time since Somersworth became a city, 
we were asked to audit the books of the police department, 
and find the books of the city marshal, as well as those of 
the clerk of police court, kept merely in the form of mem- 
orandum books. There was no cash account for us to audit. 
At the request of His Honor, Mayor Hanson, and the 
equally urgent request of City Marshal Andrews, we have 
made up an account, covering the period of Marshal An- 
drews’s administration from April, 1901, to March 31st, 1907, 
and find the following amounts received, as shown by his 
books, and verified by comparison with the books of clerk 
of police court.

The above shows total payments amounting to 
$7,938.30. The excess of payments over receipts amounts 
to $353.73, and, we understand, consists of superior court 
fees of the clerk of court and city solicitor, which the mar- 
shal has collected from the clerk of the superior court, and 
turned over to the city. 

The books of the clerk of police court show no other 
receipts of cash for the year from March Ist, 1906, to 
March Ist, 1907. There appear on the court records, how- 
ever, eight civil cases, on which there is due the city an en- 
try fee of fifty cents in each case. This amount of $4.00 
will in due course appear in the account for the ensuing 
year.

REPORT OF CHAIRMAN OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., March 1, 1907. 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit my report for the 
year ending February 28, 1907. 

_ Last year I called your attention to the fact that it was 
necessary to appropriate at least twenty thousand dollars 
for the maintenance of the schools. Your honorable body 
appropriated nineteen thousand. 

We were not aware, at that time, that it would be 
necessary to expend over twenty-five hundred dollars for 
the placing of two new boilers in the High and Burleigh 
buildings, and making much needed repairs in all of the 
buildings, or we would have asked for at least twenty-one 
thousand dollars. 

When the boiler inspector made his annual inspection 
of the boilers in the several schools, he condemned those in 
the High and Burleigh buildings, and we were obliged to 
replace them with two new heaters, and same was let out to 
bids, submitted to the various boiler concerns of New Eng- 
land, and Mr. Zephirin Rivard, the local representative of 
the Richardson Boiler Co., being the lowest bidder, was 
awarded the contract, at a cost approximately of fifteen 
hundred dollars. 

The interior of the Union street school was kalsomined 
and painted, and the chimneys had to be rebuilt, as they 
were in a dangerous condition. New shacks were placed 
throughout the building, causing in this school alone an 
expense of five hundred and fifty dollars. 

The changing of the doors in the Burleigh building, 
the repairing of plaster in the several rooms, repairs in 
the High and Chandler schools, and the placing of fire ex- 
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tinguishers in each building, caused an outlay of four hun- 
dred dollars in these schools. 

The work in the High school is progressing finely. 
The superintendent will give a complete report of the work 
in that department. 


CHANDLER SCHOOL. 


After a lengthy discussion, the committee voted to con- 
tinue preparation for the High school on the eight-year 
plan. ‘The only change in this department was the transfer 
of Miss Alice Hodsdon from the fifth grade, Union school, 
to the seventh grade, to succeed Miss Nellie Merrick, re- 


signed. 
PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


The work is growing better each year in the primary 
grades, and the pupils, entering the grammar grades, are 
better fitted to take up the work than they were in former 


years. 
SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 


At the annual meeting, last June, a graded salary list 
was adopted for the primary grades; the minimum salary, 
two hundred and eighty-eight; the maximum, four hundred 
and twenty-five, which is an increase of twenty-five dollars 
over the old schedule. 


In conclusion, I would ask that twenty-one thousand 
dollars be appropriated, as the High school is badly in need 
of repairs; the whole interior needs painting and kalsomin- 
ing. New desks are needed, and also considerable appara- 
tus for the chemical laboratory. It will take at least eight 
hundred dollars to place this building in a presentable con- 
dition. 


The interior of the Burleigh school needs painting and 
kalsomining. The ceiling in several of the rooms need re- 
plastering, and the piping needs to be changed throughout 
the building. This will entail an expense of at least six 
hundred dollars.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools, and my eighth as principal of the High 
school. 

The past year has been notable for the number of 
changes in our teaching force. Three teachers, who in 
their respective grades, had worked long and faithfully, re- 
signed, to assume a different vocation, to which they car- 
ried the good will and the good wishes of all with whom 
they had been associated. Miss Winnifred L. Harmon re- 
signed in the High school; Miss-Nellie Merrick in the 
seventh grade, and Miss Jessie Lord in the third grade, 
Union street. 

The places of these teachers were filled partly by pro- 
motion, and partly by the selection of new teachers. Miss 
Lillian J. Hopkins was selected for the position in the 
High school; Miss Alice Hodsdon was promoted from the 
fifth grade to the seventh; Miss Curran from the fourth to 
the fifth; Miss Cate from the second to the fourth; Miss 
Keating from the first to the second; Miss Bessie Andrews 
from Blackwater to the first. Miss Mabel Walsh was elect- 
ed to the Blackwater school. Miss Lord’s place in the 
third grade was taken by Miss Alice Reeve. All these 
teachers are doing their new work very acceptably. 

While the teacher cannot be blamed for desiring pro- 
motion to higher grades, especially if the salary is larger, 
such changes are generally not in the best interests of the 
schools. One teacher’s resignation in the Grammar school, 
under this practice, may mean a promotion in each grade 
below, and the selection of a new teacher for the lowest 
grade. Last year, Miss Merrick’s resignation brought 
about a change of teachers in six rooms, or of about one- 
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third of all the elementary schools of the city. However 
good the teachers may have been who received promotion, 
no one will doubt that such a changing about of teachers, 
and such a consequent disarrangement of the school cur- 
riculum must have been bad for the immediate welfare of 
the schools. No teacher can teach as well in a grade with 
whose work she is unfamiliar, as in one where from long 
training she knows exactly what to do. 

The teacher who has learned to do the work of her 
grade in a superior manner is in the right place, and should 
be kept there, and her salary should be such that there 
would be no object for her to change. She should feel that 
she can best subserve her own interests and those of the 
city by trying to make her grade the best, and the results. 
obtained in it the best possible, and by not using it merely 
as a preparation for a higher grade. 

The system of promotion of teachers has acted espec- 
ially badly for our primary grades. Almost as soon as a 
teacher has learned to do especially well the work of the 
first grade she has been promoted to fill some vacancy in a 
higher grade. Thus nearly all the time the most of our 
first-grade teachers are entirely, or almost completely, un- 
trained. When it is generally admitted that a teacher 
needs more tact, skill, and originality to be a good first- 
grade teacher than is necessary in a higher grade, our prac- 
tice of having frequent changes in our earlier primary 
grades cannot fail to be a bad one for the children, and cer- 
- tainly not productive of the best results. The promotion 
system should be abolished, and when a vacancy occurs it 
should be filled, except in rare cases, by the selection of a 
new teacher, and then there can be no possible disarrange- 
ment in the work of- more than the one grade. Then each 
teacher will have a chance to develop her knowledge of her 
grade work to its fullest, and we may expect better results, 
because of her better experience in and larger knowledge 
of the possibilities of her grade. 
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There is less possible supervision of the schools in 
Somersworth than in any other city of the state under the 
present arrangement; therefore it is especially necessary to 
be careful in the selection of new teachers. In other cities 
the superintendent, devoting ail his time to the school su- 
pervisor, can visit frequently and coach the new teachers, 
and so help them to correct their mistakes, or to direct 
their efforts to the best advantage. Here it is necessary 
for the teacher to work out her own salvation, so to speak, 
without much help from any source, unless from the teach- 
ers about her. 

Is it, then, good policy to turn loose upon our school, 
teachers with no experience in teaching, with no knowledge 
of the art of teaching, and with only a High school train- 
ing? If our schools hold their own with other schools, it 
must be greatly to the credit of the ability of our teachers, 
and not to the method of their selection; but sooner or later 
schools about us, where there is more supervision, where 
there is more careful selection of teachers, will inevitably 
forge ahead of us, just as a well-managed business, that has 
only skilled employees, will surely succeed better than one, 
many of whose employees are always unskilled. It is a law 
of pedagogy, as of business, that success comes only with 
knowledge and experience, and then only when one, besides 
knowledge and experience, possesses qualities of mind and 
heart that make him a persona grata. If it is not possible 
in our financial stress to secure completer supervision of our 
schools, would it not be better to require a professional 
training, or at least experience, as a qualification of new 
teachers for our schools? 

Many parents already are sending their daughters to 
normal schools. Last year five from Somersworth entered, 
and next year even more will go, so that soon there should 
be plenty of local girls who will have been well trained for 
teaching, to supply our vacant places. 

Our teachers are hard working and faithful, and are 
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doing good work in their schools; these, without professional 
training, have tried to make up for it by their earnest seek- 
ing after all that would be helpful to them in their vocation. 
There has been a generous rivalry ainong the teachers in 
doing the best work. Whatever good idea one teacher has 
found, and has used successfully, has been taken up by 
other teachers, so that the originality or the good teaching 
of one teacher has tended to raise the general level of the 
teaching in other rooms. It is a source of satisfaction that 
the hard and good work of our primary teachers is being 
appreciated, as is shown by the fact that the maximum of 
their salaries has been raised from $400.00 to $425.00. I 
believe that so soon as your appropriation shall permit, it 
should be still further advanced to at least $450.00 for these 
teachers who have had at least five years of successful ex- 
perience in our schools. Even then the salary is hardly 
more than twice as much per week as a fourteen-year- 
old girl can earn in the employ of the Great Falls Manufac- 
turing Co., and besides, the teacher has work, and conse- 
quently pay, for only five-sixths of the year, which makes 
their relative salary still smaller. Surely the city should 
make the compensation of its teachers such that they can 
live comfortably and have those things which are necessary 
for their professional improvement, books, travel, summer 
school training. All this of course is out of the question 
if the teacher receives barely enough to pay her board, 
dress respectably, and lay aside a pittance as a protection 
against sickness or other calamity. 

Several years’ observation of our schools has led me to 
think that our children, at five years of age, are too young 
to do the amount of work required of the first-year prima- 
ry, and that when they reach the harder work of the sec- 
ond and third grades this becomes increasingly so. It does 
not seem as if it could be for the child’s physical or mental 
well-doing that he should so young be closed up in the 
school room, and be required to do a very considerable 
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amount of school work. Nothing can be gained by send- 
ing the child to school when it is scarcely more than a baby, 
and when really it belongs under its mother’s care and not 
in the hands of a teacher who feels obliged to get the child 
willy nilly through her grade into the next. In fact, one of 
the most painful things to notice is the positive wrath 
against the teacher that some parents evince when their 
child, even in the first grade, cannot be forced to do more 
work than the poor little thing can, to get it into the next 
year. There is an old and affecting poem, “The Cry of the 
Children,” voicing the children’s plaint in England against 
being shut up long hours at work in the factories and the 
mills. It sometimes seems as if it were almost time for 
another “Cry of the Children;” this time against pressing 
them too early into the strenuous life of school. If the 
child should not be received into the first grade until he 
were six years of age, he would be stronger, maturer, and 
so much better able to do his school work, that at the end 
of eight years he would be much further advanced, and 
would have progressed with less pressure, and so more nat- 
urally and healthfully. Many children in each grade will 
be found, who all the time are struggling against a load 
that is a little too heavy for them. Such children would 
have advanced better had they entered school later, and 
advanced naturally and in keeping with their abilities. The 
work of all our primary grades would be improved if we 
did not admit children to them under six years of age, and 
then only at the beginning of the fall and of the spring 
terms. 

The High school, during the past year, has had about 
the same registration as last year. The graduating class 
last year numbered 27; this year it will number 26. Of last 
year's class 10 entered literary colleges, and 4, Normal 
Schools. The Colleges represented are University of 
Maine, Dartmouth, Smith, and Brown. Three of the grad- 
uates have been teaching; most of the remainder have 
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either obtained good business positions, or are doing post- 
graduate work in the High schoo]. It is a noteworthy fact 
that graduates of our High school seem to have no difficul- 
ty in securing positions, and that almost invariably they 
succeed well in them. To parents who doubt the practical 
value of a High school training this is a fact worth consid- 
ering. Every pupil, with one exception, who completed the 
year with the three lower classes in 1906, returned in Sep- 
tember to school; besides these, two of last year’s gradu- 
ates returned, and several who had either dropped out of 
school for a time, or had been several years from school, 
entered. It has been our effort to make the school as 
pleasant a place for the pupil as possible, insisting at the 
same time that he should do his school work, and should 
try to make school-going a business while it lasted, so that 
when through he would be prepared for the business of life. 
_ At no time in the history of the school has the course re- 
quired so many periods of prepared recitations as it does 
now. 

Athletics have been promoted, as a means of develop- 
ing school spirit and interest, as we have believed that the 
average boy will do all the better in his studies if he has 
something outside to develop his muscles and his manhood. 
Where is strong athletic spirit, there is also likely to be a 
vigorous and healthful desire for education; for some reason 
or other, the school that has the one is almost certain to 
have the other. After years of observation of school ath- 
letics and of school enterprises, I am increasingly of the 
opinion that these should be placed more fully than they 
are in the hands of teachers. No program should be per- 
mitted under school auspices that has not already been ap- 
proved by the school officers, even to the minor details of 
business or financial management. Base ball schedules 
should be carried out only with the approval of the school 
officials. Membership of teams should exclude those who 
cannot doa reasonable amount of school work, and the 
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principal should have the power to remove at any time any 
man from a team who, in the course of games, acts dis- 
creditably or dishonorably. He should have the power to 
do this, because it is the duty of the school to inculcate 
honorable and manly dealings. Managers of class and ath- 
letic funds should be required to render strict accounting 
for the expenditure of all such moneys. So serious abuses 
have grown up in some schools from the mismanagement 
of such funds that it has been necessary to have some 
teacher have oversight of the receiving of all funds and of 
their expenditures, to avoid careless and dishonest use of 
these. 

The principal of the High school, or a committee in- 
cluding him and some other school officials, should have 
full authority to settle and regulate all matters relating to 
school athletics or entertainments. Just as for the elemen- 
tary schools, I would urge that new teachers, selected for 
positions in the High school, should have had either large 
and successful experience, or should be the graduates of 
some college of high standing. It is very necessary that 
the High school teacher should be a specialist, and less 
than four years’ college training, or long equivalent experi- 
ence in study and teaching is not sufficient. The teacher 
should be selected because she has the best scholarly quali- 
fications, because she gives evidence of possessing tact, 
firmness, ability to command and inspire the respect and 
the regard of her pupils, and not because of some local in- 
terest in her favor, regardless of her qualifications. One 
poor teacher, by virtue of her poor discipline, or her inabil- 
ity to arouse a respect for her scholarly attainments or to 


make her pupils work so hard as is necessary to do their 
work well, may almost destroy the reputation of a school 
for good work or successful management. The High 
school can do its work well, and can be the power for good 
that it should be only when great care is taken in the se- 
lection of teachers, and in them demanding and exacting 
good results. 
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A parent who sends his boy or girl to the High school 
wants them to be good for something when they come out. 
He gives them the largest schooling possible, and may even 
send them through college or professional school, but al- 
ways he has it in view to have them better prepared than 
he was for the battle of life. Sometimes he keeps a child 
in school who would be better off at work; again, he takes 
one out who would have made more of himself could he 
have had a larger school experience. In any case he prob- 
ably asks himself “Just how is the High school to benefit 
my children? Is it going to train their minds so that they 
will be able to accomplish more?” He probably decides in 
the affirmative. Is it going to prepare them better to get 
employment? Willthey know anything well enough so 
that through that knowledge gained they may be better fit- 
ted to undertake some particular work? Unless they are 
preparing for a profession, or unless he is satisfied with 
good mind training alone, he may decide that four or more 
years is a long time for a boy or girl, without earning any- 
thing, to remain in a school which does not prepare him for 
anything in particular. This parent, practical minded, by 
necessity or training, very likely takes his children from 
the High school, sends them to commercial-college for six 
months, and sets them at work. 

Could the school have furnished these children with a 
practical course that would have prepared them in a meas- 
ure for some occupation, and have increased the likelihood 
of obtaining work, they would have remained in school and 
would have received, along with their business training, 
knowledge that would, in time to come, have been invalua- 
ble to them. Now cities are everywhere trying to broaden 
out the courses of their High schools, so that they will not 
only furnish a classical and scientific training, but one for 
business as well. Thus the school caters not only to a 
large class who want a general education, without much re- 
gard as to its practicalness, but to that much larger num- 
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ber who can and will send their children to school only 
when some almost immediate practical end is to be gained 
by that schooling. When it becomes known that the High 
school offers a course in Single and Double Entry, Book- 
keeping, T'ypewriting and Stenography, such that a pupil 
having satisfactorily completed it is practically sure of a 
good job, it appeals to many people who never before had 
any use for it. They can then see some immediate tangi- 
ble results from school going, and they want their boys and 
girls to have the benefit of them. 

High school then becomes, as it should be, the peoples’ 
college. It is doing alike for the well-to-do and for those 
that have no money. The children of each can get what 
they best need, the one preparation for the higher school, 
and the other the shorter preparation for life’s work, a busi- 
ness training. | 

Not only does a course benefit the children who must 
soon find employment, by training them so they will be 
better prepared for it, and so more likely to get it, but also 
the studies in a business course are suchas to benefit pupils 
pursuing other courses. It is a good thing for any man to 
know enough of business methods and bookkeeping to be 
able to keep his books correctly and to understand the ac- 
counts of his clerks. It is valuable toa professional man 
to be able to use the typewriter or write in shorthand. 
Much valuable time could be saved thereby. No more 
commercial law than the boy learns in his course will fur- 
nish him with perhaps some knowledge that may save him: 
serious mistakes in after life. A business training is good 
for every man, and any boy going through the High school 
would be helped, no matter what course he is in, by elect- 
ing some of the business subjects. 

Last year the Mrs. W. F. Russell prizes for excellence 
in English Composition were noted, but at that time only 
the Senior prizes had been awarded. The Junior prizes 
were given to Miss May Smilie and Robert Keer, the 
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Sophomore prize to Paul C. Hobart, and the Freshman 
prize to Norman Thwing. 

This year Hon. James A. Edgerly, who for many years 
has been interested in the public schools, offered g10 to be 
given in prizes to the pupils who were best in public decla- 
mation in the Senior class. A committee consisting of 
Hon. C. H. Wells, Dr. T. J. Dougherty, and Mrs. L. D. 
Casler, selected fourteen from the twenty-three contestants, 
to speak inthe finals. The prizes were awarded by a com- 
mittee, consisting of Hon. Dwight Hall of Dover, Mrs. G. 
F. Springfield of Rochester, and J. M. Russell, A. M., of 
Somersworth, to Edward L. Flanagan for the boys, and 
Miss Louise Parsons for the girls. Such public-spirited 
gifts as these of Mrs. Russell;and Mr. Edgerly tend to pro- 
duce greater interest among the pupils in their work and 
promote their desire for better elocutionary results. 

I have greatly appreciated your continued confidence, 
as shown by my annual re-elections as superintendent of 
schools, and as principal of the High school, but I should 
fail in my duty did I not state that a man obliged to give so 
much of his time to High school work as your superintend- 
ent must do, cannot give adequate attention to school super- 
vision. Every day the principal of the High school must 
be in‘his room from 8 A. M., about, until 1.30 P. M., and then 
he is fortunate if he does not have additional High school 
work to recall him to the High school in the afternoon; so 
you will see, however much he may desire to be of best 
service to your elementary schools, it is physically impossi- 
ble for him to be in them sufficiently to do for them what 
they need. A man likes to feel that if he undertakes a 
work, he has time to do it satisfactorily, and your superin- 
tendent cannot feel this way in regard to the supervisory 
work. If it seems desirable to continue the present ar- 
rangement, it should be with the understanding that the 
principal of the High school should not teach more than 
half his time, and that he should have some one to relieve 
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him of a portion of his High school work, so that this 
would be possible; otherwise, it would be better to discon- 
tinue the present supervisory arrangement. 

Thanking you for your continued support, and feeling 
a deep appreciation for the co-operation of the city teach- 
ers in my efforts for better schools, I close this report.

GENTLEMEN:—In making this, my second annual re- 
port, for the fiscal year ending February 28, 1907, I have 
only to state that the year has been uneventful. I have re- 
ceived many courtesies from you, gentlemen, and kindliest 
feelings have existed between all the employees. 


PUMPING STATION. 


This is in excellent condition. The pumps have 
worked continuously, as you will see by the engineer's re- 
port hereto annexed. The boilers have been duly inspect- 
ed, and favorable reports received from the Fidelity and 
Casualty Company. Four new tubes have been put in 
boiler No. 1, and the pumps have been painted. The floor 
has also been shellaced and varnished, putting the pump- 
room in excellent condition. 


FILTER BED. 


The filter bed and screen well have been cleaned twice; 
March 18, 1906, and October 29, 1906. The sand will have 
to be renewed in the near future, as constant cleaning and 
spading diminish its filtering capacity. 


STAND PIPE. 
A few minor leaks were repaired during the year. 


HYDRANTS. 


On the opening of spring, several hydrants were found 
broken by the frost, or other causes. A new head was put 
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on the hydrant on West High street, opposite the Charles 
S. Jones house; hydrant on Market street, at bridge, valve 
leaking, new valve put on; hydrant on Green street, oppo- 
site Chandler School, valve leaking, new seat put on.
